ROYAL INDIAN MARINE. 


Past officers of the Royal Indian 
Marine are grateful to Lord Birken- 
head for the graceful tribute he 
paid to this force in the House of 
Lords, moving the second reading 
of the Indian Navy Bill. He took 
occasion to allude to the fine record 
and inspiring services exhibited 
over a long and critical period of 
our history by the R.LM. ° The tri- 
bute waa well deserved.. The ser- 
vice forms a direct link with - the 
East India Company, which creat- 
ed in 1612-a small naval force 
known as the Hohourable ‘East 
India Company’s Marine.. Between 
1786 and the ‘nineties of last cen- 
tury many changes in its title took 
place, and it was not until 1892 that 
it was given the prefix “Royal” and 
authorised to fly the Blue Ensign. 
It is now to pass, its place being 
taken by the Royal Indian Navy. 
Only time will show whether the 
Dependency and the Empire will 
gain by the extinction of. the 
R.LM,, but at any rate there should 
still be good careera open in the 
Indian Navy to young Britons.

Reference’ to ‘the’ Sanitary | 
Board election of last year was 
made at yesterday's mecting of 
the Legislative Council when re- |
